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SUFFERING  AND  THE  LOVE  OF  GOD 

“what  is  lacking  in  the  sufferings  of  Clixist.  . 

( Colossians  1;24) 

As  a child  I was  always  puzzled  by  these 
words  of  Paul,  but  thirty  years’  experience  as 
a sociologist  have  made  them  clear  to  me,  for 
I have  seen  some  of  the  lackings. 

Christ  never  lost  an  arm,  an  eye,  or  a leg, 
in  a war  in  which  he  had  been  conscripted. 
He  never  became  a paralytic.  He  never  had 
a child  who  was  born  a spastic,  or  mentally 
defective,  or  who  became  delinquent.  His  par- 
ents were  not  done  to  death  in  a gas  chamber, 
nor  tortured  in  a concentration  camp.  Today 
these  things  are  only  too  familiar.  I have  met 
and  known  and  lived  with  many  people  who 
among  them  had  experienced  all  these  things, 
and  who,  through  them,  filled  up  in  their  bod- 
ies what  was  “lacking  in  the  sufferings  of 
Christ.” 

How  did  they  do  it?  How  did  Christ  bear, 
and  finally  overcome,  his  own  sufferings?  He 
lived  his  life,  and  accepted  his  death,  not  be- 
cause he  hated  war,  or  was  loyal  to,  or  critical 
of,  a political  system  or  creed.  Not  because  he 
hated  a particular  institution  or  profession  or 
an  imposed  form  of  government,  but  because  he 
was  filled  with  the  vital,  all-pervasive  love  of 
God.  He  voas  the  love  of  God.  He  lived  his 
life,  and  he  gave  his  life,  to  show  forth  the  all- 
embracing  and  overcoming  power  of  that  love 
in  ordinary  everyday  situations. 

So  it  has  been  with  my  friends  who  have  suf- 
fered. They  have  not  become  bitter,  unloving 
or  useless,  not  blamed  their  disability  on  God; 
nor,  worse  still,  regarded  it  as  His  will.  They 
have  taken  it  and  offered  it  to  Christ  that  they 
might  become,  in  their  own  small  way,  a part- 
ner in  his  suffering.  They  have  taken  it  and 
built  it  into  their  lives  so  that  it  has  become 
something  fine  and  constructive.  A disability, 
instead  of  hampering,  has  set  them  free,  for  in 
his  service  is  perfect  freedom. 

1 read  somewhere  (I  forget  the  author)  a 
description  of  a man  who  had  a great  capacity 
for  transforming  pain  into  joy:  “It  was  so  pow- 
erful you  could  almost  hear  the  dynamo  run- 
ning.” 

So  it  is  with  God’s  love.  It  takes  the  drab 
life,  the  seeming  disability,  the  apparently  hope- 
less situation,  and  transforms  them  all  into  a 
part  of  his  redemption  for  the  world,  his  world. 
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which  will  only  run  efficiently  in  the  way  in- 
tended by  the  Maker. 

We  can  offer  our  handicaps  to  God  and,  re- 
laxed from  the  weight  of  carrying  the  burden 
alone,  can  set  out,  freed  from  fear,  into  the 
great  adventure  of  life,  filled  with  His  capacity 
for  loving  all  men  everywhere  and  knowing  we 
are  able  for  all  things  through  Christ  who 
strengthens  us. 

This  is  the  challenge  to  our  generation.  It 
needs  no  funds,  and  no  weapons,  only  prepar- 
ation: the  self-filling  and  then  ceaseless  giv- 
ing-forth  of  the  love  of  God  which  is  His  gift 
to  us.  —Eileen  Fletcher

“Personal  relationship  with  God,”  says  Fred 
Tritton,  is  “the  essence  of  Quakerism.”  And 
when  he  says,  in  the  same  passage,  that  “Quak- 
erism is  essentially  a form  of  mysticism,”  this 
does  not  mean,  we  think,  that  all  Quakers  (al- 
though some  may)  are  to  expect  a visitation  of 
that  kind  of  experience  which  catches  one  up 
to  the  third  heaven.  But  it  does  mean  that  all, 
with  that  immense  capability  which  happily  ex- 
ists among  us,  are  to  expect  to  know  the  God 
they  are  trying  to  serve;  that  it  is  not  obedience 
in  isolation  and  in  the  dark,  a lonely  stoicism, 
to  which  we  are  called;  not  alone  the  practice 
of  principles  set  down  in  a book  long  ago,  not 
the  following  of  an  example  that  has  now  van- 
ished from  the  earth.  But  the  knowing  of  One 
who  is,  and  who  communicates,  today  and  for 
ever;  who  came  once,  and  who  as  a conse- 
quence comes  always.

4’o  be  aeeepti'd  !■»>■ 
the  Western  College  Association  would  mean,  according 
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to  Evangeline  Burgess,  director  of  the  school,  “that 
academic  credit  in  Pacific  Oaks’  teacher  education  pro- 
gram would  be  recognized  by  other  colleges  and  uni- 
versities. Receiving  the  charter  is  a big  step  toward  our 
goal  of  accreditation.” 

As  reported  in  the  January  issue,  the  current  term  of 
the  Pacific  Oaks  teacher  education  program  includes 
courses  in  psychology  and  education  for  pre-school  and 
nursery  school  teachers,  with  guided  observation  and 
practice  teaching.

SOUTHWEST  HALF-YEARLY  MEETING 

Southwest  Half-Yearly  Meeting,  held  at  Redlands 
University,  February  1 and  2,  1958,  was  attended  by 
about  135  adults  and  35  children  from  all  the  con- 
stituent Monthly  Meetings.  Visitors  were  welcomed, 
among  them  James  Walker,  secretary  of  Friends  World 
Committee,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  Esther  Richards, 
from  Portland,  Oregon.  At  the  beginning  of  the  first 
session  the  clerk,  Jane  Baumann,  read  the  following 
statement  from  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting,  1957 : 

“A  Quarterly  (or  Half-Yearly)  Meeting  can  often 
speak  more  effectively  for  Friends  than  a Monthly 
Meeting.  It  can  devote  deep  thought  and  study  to  a 
subject  and  in  a Quarterly  Meeting  can  be  found  the 
opportunity  to  give  our  membership  real  understanding 
of  concerns.  This  education,  carried  out  in  the  spirit  of 
dedication,  will  greatly  help  the  Soc’ety.” 

With  these  thoughts  in  mind,  only  a short  period  was 
devoted  to  the  most  necessary  business  matte-s  and 
reports,  and  to  die  appointment  of  new  officers  ^or 


1958-59:  James  Dewees,  clerk;  Cleo  Cox,  recording 
clerk;  John  Ullman,  secretary-treasurer.  After  this 
session,  four  worship-fellowship  groups  took  up  special 
concerns:  the  peace  witness;  responsibilities  for  religious 
education  and  for  teen-age  Friends;  women’s  concerns; 
and  “other  concerns,”  where  a number  of  spontaneous 
questions  were  raised.  There  was  opportunity  for  small 
groups  to  meet  at  and  in  between  meals  to  talk  over 
special  problems.  Monthly  Meetings  clerks  held  a frank 
and  searching  discussion.  A meeting  of  Ministry  and 
Oversight  Committees,  convened  by  Olivia  Davis,  was 
felt  to  have  been  particularly  valuable,  a sharing  of 
experiences  and  an  exchange  of  thoughts  on  Friends 
basic  philosophy.  A message  by  James  Walker  con- 
tributed greatly  to  a sense  of  unity  which  carried  over 
to  the  meeting  for  worship. 

This  year’s  attendance  proved  again  the  value  of  such 
a meeting  between  Yearly  Meetings.  Friends  enjoyed 
the  friendly  atmosphere  of  the  Redlands  campus  with 
its  beautiful  surroundings.  Before  leaving,  Friends  were 
treated  to  an  organ  concert  by  Leslie  Spelman,  who 
presented  music  from  the  Netherlands,  old  and  modern. 

The  Phoenix  Monthly  Meeting  has  decided  to  be  host 
to  the  next  Half-Yearly  Meeting  on  the  Arizona  State 
College  campus,  at  Tempe,  January  24,  25,  1959.

“In  addition  to  making  arrangements  for  the  well,” 
writes  Florence  Hornig,  secretary- treasurer  of  World 
Neighbors,  Inc.,  “Floyd  will  vi.sit  Gordon  and  Esther 
Schmoe  Hirabayashi  and  their  children  in  Cairo.  He 
will  try  to  visit  other  areas  in  Africa— perhaps  Anton 
Nelson  and  his  family,  formerly  of  Palo  Alto  Meeting, 
who  are  now  in  Tanganyika,  and  the  Friends  missions 
in  Kenya.” 

Another  project  sponsored  by  World  Neighbors,  and 
by  the  Peace  and  Service  Committee  of  Univer.sity  Meet- 
ing in  Seattle,  is  finding  homes  for  Korean  orphans, 
especially  those  of  mixed  blood.  They  are  appeahng 
to  Negro  ministers  to  see  if  parents  can  be  found  to 
rescue  these  Negro-Korean  children,  whose  prospects 
for  the  future  in  Korea  are  dark  indeed,  especially  the 
girls.
